An Ordinance further to amend the Employees Provident Funds and

WIIEREAS the Employees Provident Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions (Amend 
merrt) Bill, 1993 was introduced in Parliament; 

AND WHEREAS the Employees Provident Fundsand Miscellancous Provisions( Amend 
ment) Ordinance , 1995 , to give effect to the provisions of the said Bill with certain modifi 
cations was promulgated by the President on the 17th day ofOctober, 1995 ; 

AND WHEREAS the said Bill has not been passed ; 

AND WIIEREAS the Employees Provident Funds and Miscellancous Provisions ( Amend 
ment) Ordinance , 1996 has been promulgated by the Presidenton the 5th day of January , 
1996 to give continued effect to the provisions of the said Ordinance ; 

AND WIJEREAS the Employees Provident Funds and Miscellancous Provisions ( Amend 
ment) Bill, 1993 for replacing the Employees Provident Funds and Miscellaneous Provi 
sions ( Amendment) Ordinance , 1996 has not yet heen passed ; 
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AND WIT :RI:As Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that cir 
cumstances exist which render il necessary for him lo lake immediate action to give 
further continued ellect to the provisions of the said Ordinance ;

( 3 ) On the establishment of the Pension Fund , the Family Pension Scheme (here 
inafter referred to as the ceased scheme ) shall cease to operate and all assets of the 
ceased scheme shall vest in and shall stand transferred to , and all liabilities under the 
ceased scheme shall be enforceable against, the Pension Fund and the beneficiaries 
under the ceased scheme shall be entitled to draw the benefits, not less than the hen 
eſits, they were entitled to under the ceased scheme, from the Pension Fund . 


(4 ) The Pension fund shall vest in and be administered by the Central Board in 
such manner asmay be specified in the Pension Scheme . 


( 5 ) Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Pension Scheme may provide for 
all or any of the matters specified in Schedule III. 


(6 ) The Pension Schememay provide that all or any of its provisions shall tako 
effect either prospectively or retrospectively on such date as may be specified in that 
hehalf in that Scheme, 


(7 ) A Pension Scheme framed under sub -section ( 1 ) shall be laid , as soon as Inay 
be after it is made, before each House of Parliament, while it is in session , for a total 
period of thirty days which may be comprised in one session or in two or more successive 
sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session immediately following the session or the 
successive sessions aforesaid both Houses agree in making anymodification in the Scheme 
or both Houses agree that the Scheme should not be made, the Scheme shall thcrcalier 
have effect only in such modified form or be ofno effect, as the case may be ; so , however, 
that any such modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of any 
thing previously done under that Scheme." .

MATTERS FOR WHICH PROVISION MAY BE MADE IN THIE PENSION SCHEME 


1. The employecs or class of employees to whom the Pension Scheme shall 
apply. 

2 . The time within which the employees who are not members of the Family 
Pension Scheme under section 6A as it stood before the cominencement of the Em 
ployees Provident Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions (Amendment) Second Ordi 
nance, 1996 (hereinafter, in this Schedule , referred to as the amending Ordinance ) 
shall opt for the Pension Scheme. 

3. The portion of employers , contribution to the Provident Fund which shall be 
credited to the Pension Fund and the manner in which it is credited .

7 . The manner in which the accounts of the Pension Fund shall be kept and 
investment ofmoneys belonging to Pension Fund to be made subject to such pattern 
of investment as may be determined by the Central Government. 

8 . The form in which an employee shall furnish particulars about himself and 
the members of his family whenever required . 

9. The forms, registers and records to he maintained in respect of employees, 
required for the administration of the Pension Scheme. 

10 . The scale ofpension and pensionary benefits and the conditions relating to 
grant of such benefits to thc cmployees . 

11 . Themanner in which the exempted establishments have to pay contribution 
towards the Pension Scheme and the submission of returns relating thereto . 

12 . The mode of disbursement of pension and arrangements to be entered into 
with such disbursing agencies as may be specificd for the purpose . 

13. The manner in which the expenses for administering the Pension Scheme 
will be met from the income of the Pension Fund . 

14 . Any other matter which is to be provided for in the Pension Scheme or 
which may be necessary or proper for the purpose of implementation of the Pension 
Scheme." . 

9 . ( 1 ) the Employees Provident Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions (Amendment) 
Ordinance , 1996 is hereby repealed .
